1 . Claims 1-3 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The limitations of a mine 
transportation system with a plurality of self-propelled vehicles and a plurality of identifiable vessels and 
at least one loading machine which loads the vessels such that the self-propelled vehicles are 
connectable to the vessels and wherein a management system controls the vehicles/vessels and travel 
commands to a processing facility is not taught or reasonably suggested by the prior art of record. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment 
of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee. Such 
submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

3. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly indicative of the 
invention to which the claims are directed. It should be brief but technically accurate and descriptive, 
preferably from two to seven words. See 37 CFR 1 .72(a). 
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The Abstract of the Disclosure is objected to because lines 7,9 "means", must be deleted. 
Correction is required. See M.P.E.P. § 608.01(b). 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format of an Abstract of the Disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a separate 
sheet within the range of 50 to 250 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 250 words in length 
since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form 
and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said", should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether there is a need 
for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the title. It 

should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," "The disclosure 

defined by this invention," 'The disclosure describes," etc. 

The drawings are objected to because the blank rectangular boxes and/or merely numbered 
boxes of figure 1 must be labeled. Conventional features disclosed in the description and claims, where 
their detailed illustration is not essential for a proper understanding of the invention, should be illustrated 
in the form of a graphical drawing symbol or a labeled representation (e.g., a labeled rectangular box), 
see 37 CFR 1 .83(a). It is further pointed out that merely numbering the boxes is not considered an 
appropriate label. This allows identification of the drawing element without consulting the text of the 
specification. Correction is required. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte Quayle, 1935 

CD. 11,453 O.G. 213.
